As written in claims 1, 11, and 21 the code is simply locating objects, a function that reads on the applied art. Furthermore, the key is 
not necessarily related to the generated code, and the key identifies objects as disclosed in Chu. Therefore, other than tending to make 
the "defining," "using," and "declaring" in the previous limitations "tangible, concrete, and useful," as required by 35 USC § 101, the 
added limitation in the previous amendment to claims 1, 1 1, and 21 adds no distinguishable feature over the applied art. 
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
